It has come to the attention of the FULCRUM that 
students, and their parents, are upset by the $50 
mandatory Student Activities Fee. 

-The following is a brief summary of where that $50 
goes. 


Estimated Total 


$13 to Athletic Board of Control $28,000 
$2. to Convocations $ 4,000 
$2 to Curriculum Clubs $ 4,000 


$33. to all Senate-funded clubs and activities $78,000 


- The concern for the Activity Fee is 
understandable, but it is our contention that the 
students are basically unaware of what this money is 
for. The $13 distribution for the Athletic Board of 
Control is automatic. This year’s operating budget 
was passed (with the Intramural program tabled 
temporarily) on Sept. 5. On the ABC, there are 5 
student members elected by the students. The $2 for 
Convocations is also automatic, and finances the 
speakers who are chosen by the student Convocations 
Committee. The second $2 distribution goes to the 
respective curriculum clubs (Lively Arts Club for LA 
students, Business Club for Business students, etc.). 
The other $33 will be broken down and allocated to the 
respective clubs and activities beginning at the 
second Student Senate meeting. 

In our opinion, students should take advantage of 
their fees by finding out where and how they can 
benefit from the money that they have paid.

B. O. G. Grant Open 


To Freshmen 


This is the first of two part 
series concerning the Basic 
Opportunity Grant Program 
which was established by the 
Education Amendments of 1972. 
This part will explain the 
program. The second part will 
illustrate how the grants are 
calculated and disbursed. 

Basic Opportunity Grants or 
B.0.G. as they will be referred to 
in this article are available to 
first time, full time freshmen at 
Broome Community College. 
Congress reduced the requested 
funding for this program for the 

3-74 school year, and thus and 

mendment was passed to 
restrict the eligibility to students 
who will be enrolling on a full- 
time basis either through the day 
or evening division. As a result of 
this reduced funding the 
maximum award will be $452 
instead of the $1400 as was 
originally intended. 

To apply for this grant, a 
student should go to the Student 
Financial Aid office, Room 101, 
Administration Building and pick 
up an application for 
Determination of Expected 
Family Contribution. There is no 
charge for processing this form. 
While each family’s financial 
situation is a little different, it 
has been generally felt that a 
family of 4 with an annual gross 
income under $11,000 should be 
eligible, but students should- be 
cautioned that this is only an 
approximation and should be 
sent to Iowa City, Iowa for 
processing. Since the processing 
time is 4-6 weeks, students of 
B.C.C. should apply by or before 
the middle of October if they 
want to receive a grant for the 
first term. This grant can not be 
made retroactive to previous 


terms," so any grant analysis 
report not received by the end of 
a term can not be processed for 
that term: Once the form is 
received by the Student 
Financial Aid office and a grant 
is awarded, the student is to 
receive it for each succeeding 
term in the school year. Students 
must -reapply each year they 
wish to receive the grant. The 
deadline for filing the application 
for this grant is February 1, 1974. 
Students who will be full-time for 
the first time in the spring term 
are encouraged to file prior to 
this date even though they 
haven't been accepted for 
enrollment. 

An analysis of the application 
will be sent to the student for 
verification and acceptance. The 
next issue of the Fulcrum will 
discuss how the analysis form is 
processed and how the awards 
are made.

In the interest of strengthening 
our newspaper as a vehicle for 
student opinion, we at the 
FULCRUM have revamped our 
staff structure, placing the 
responsibility for determining 
our editorial policy upon our 
entire membership, rather than 
just one or two editors. Under 
this new model, we hope to 
broaden our scope of editorial 
ideas, as well as increase the 
efficiency of the production of our 
publication. 


The new setup divides the 


FULCRUM into six 
departments: news, sports, 
layout, art, photography and 


circulation. The editors are the 
chairmen of these groups (i.e., 
the news editor heads the news 
department, the sports editor the 
sports department, etc.). The 
department chairman delegates 
assignments to his members. He 
also holds departmental editorial 
board meetings, where his group 
discusses and votes on topics for 
editorial comment. These ideas 
are brought to general editorial 
board meetings, which are 
attended by the six chairmen 
along with the business manager, 
the managing editor, the 
associate editor, and the editor- 
in-chief. At these general 
meetings, the editorials to be 
published in a given issue of the 
FULCRUM are Getermined.

Rehab Program Established 


Mankato, Minn. -(I.P.)-Part of 
Mankato State College’s unused 
dormitory space in Cooper 
Center is being readied to serve 
as a home for rehabilitation of 
mentally retarded adults. The 
new facility will function as part 
of a program to remove mentally 
retarded persons from state 
institutions and bring them into 
community life, according to Liz 
Curren, program director. 


The Mankato Association for 
Retarded Children is the 
administering agency and will 
have five supervisors on a live-in 
basis at the center. The facility is 
financed by public funds for the 
disabled. It will be able to house 
45 adults. 


The center will provide 
students with a place where they 
can gain practical internship 
experience. Students in special 
education and other inter- 
disciplinary programs will be 
able to work at the center for 
college credit. Students not in 
special education can also get 
experience at the center, and 
they don’t necessarily have to 
take credit at the college.

Miss Curren also hopes that by 
having the center located at the 
college, the residents can take 
advantage of facilities and get 
out into the community more. 


To be admitted, the applying 
adult must have self-care skills 
and physical mobility because of 
the three-story nature of the 
center. The applicant must also 
be working in an outside program 
during the day such as the 
Mankato Rehabilitation Center’s 
sheltered workshop or an outside 
job.

New Class A Felonies; There now 
is a single Class A felony, for 
sales of a pound or more of 
heroin, cocaine, morphine or 
opium carrying a mandatory life 
sentence with parole after 15-25 
years. The new range of penalties 
involves stronger sentences for 
smaller amounts of a wider 
range of drugs. 

A-I: “Mandatory Life’’ with 
parole possible after serving 15- 
25 years, for sale of 1 ounce or 
more of a major narcotic (heroin, 
morphine, opium, or cocaine), or 
possession of 2 ounces or more. 

A-Il: ‘Mandatory Life’ with 
parole after serving at least 6-8 
1 years, for sale of %-1 ounce of 
major narcotics, of 5 grams or 
more of amphetamines, or 5 
milligrams or more of LSD; or 
possession of 1-2 ounces of major 


narcotics, 10 grams or more of 
amphetamines or 25 milligrams 
or more of LSD. 


A-III: ‘‘Mandatory Life’ with 
parole after a minimum of 1-8 18 
years in prison for sale of up to % 
ounce of major narcotics, of 1-5 
grams of amphetamines, or of 1-5 
milligrams of LSD; or possession 
of 5 grams or more ‘of 
amphetamines or 5 grams or 
more of LSD. Possession of \%-1 
ounce of major narcotics would 
have a minimum term of 1-15 
years for first offenders and 41,- 
25 years for second offenders. 
Class B: Second offense for 
possession of % ounce or less of 
major narcotic.

' Broome Community College 
has received a $17,300 federal 
grant for the purchase of 
additional equipment in the 
engineering’ technology 
programs at the college. 


The equipment will supplement 
existing computer facilities, and 
it will enable the college to 
update and improve its 
capability 
selection and testing of the new 
equipment will be supervised by 
the faculty in the electrice’ 
technology department. 


The granting of the funds was 
approved by the Bureau of Two- 
Year College programs and the 
of Occupational 
Education Supervision under 
terms of the Vocational 
Educational Amendments of 
1968. They were distributed to 
Broome Community College 
through the New York State 
Education Department. 

A federal grant of $12,130 also 
has been approved ‘to establish 
auto-instruction devices in a 
technical physics course.

Outline Rock and Roll History

Over the past few years, there 
has been a growing interest in the 
early years of rock and roll. In 
this article, I will try to bring a 
brief history of this music, it’s 
origin, heroes and it’s meaning. 
The first part of this three part 
endeavor is, ‘‘The Birth of Rock 
and Roll: 1955-1959.”’ 


1955 might be called the year of 
the birth of rock and roll. The 
number one record of that year 
was done by Bill Haley and the 
Comets, the title was ‘Rock 


Around the Clock.’’ ‘Rock 
Around the Clock’’ was written 
by two elderly men, one was a 


~ postal employee. This record was 


also the feature song for the 
movie ‘‘Blackboard Jungle.”’ 
1955 was also the year for a man 
named Chuck Berry with his 
recording of ‘‘Maybelline.”’ 

In 1956 a Tennesee youth 
named Elvis Presley had the top 
two records. It has been stated 
tha Elvis brought rock and roll 
into the white middle-class 
mainstream by proving that 
rhythm and blues was not strictly 
in the black domain. 

Among the artists that erupted 
in 1956, there came a man named 
Little Richard. His recording 
“Tutti Frutti’? became one of the 
top records for 1956. 

1957 seemed to be slowing down 
in the way of rock and roll, and it 
was feared that it might not last. 
Rock and roll had _ been 


Bookstore Reorganizes

One noticeable change on our 
campus this year is the new 
Campus Bookstore. Having 
expanded their selling space, the 
bookstore now is oriented more 
towards students. 

Gary Finch, manager of the 
store, told the FULCRUM that 
there will be two separate 
aspects of the operation. The first 
is the usual textbook sales 
function. The new addition to the 
store’s services will be the The 
Campus Shop. This new addition 
will sell school supplies, clothing 
(suchias T-shirts, jackets, etc.) 
‘newspapers, magazines and 
paperback books, along with 
assorted odds and ends such as 
you would find in a college 
bookshop. Finch said that he 
hopes the Campus Shop will be 
open by September 19, with daily 
hours of 9 to 4. If there is enough 
demand, the shop could be 


opened evenings, depending on 
his personnel. 

As far as the textbook function 
of the store is concerned, Finch 
said he doubts that particular 
section will be open as many

hours during the day as it has 
been in the past, basically due to 
the fact that textbooks are sold in 
the beginning of the term, and the 
demand is not so gre~t during the 
term. 


When asked about price 
increases in the bookstore, Finch 
mentioned the fact that the 
looming paper shortage will 
cause prices to go up, especially 
on notebooks and filler paper. 
The Campus Store charges the 
list price on textbooks, that is, the 
price set by the manufacturer of 
the books. The bookstore tries to 
give the student a break by 
having a low mark-up on school 
supplies. 


One point of interest this year 
is that if students desire to 
purchase any textbook at all, 
whether it is required on campus 
or a student would like it for 
personal reference, the campus 
store will order the book for the 
student at list price, with no extra 
char.es. Also, with the 
paperback service, if enough 
demand is created for certain 
boods not stocked by the store’s

penetrated by calypso and folk 
music. Such records as “The 
Bannana Boat Song’ and 
“Honeycomb” hit the charts and 
it seemed as though the trend 
was changing towards a clearer 
more complicated sound. 

1957 was also the year that The 
Everly Brothers came out with 
their first big hit, “Wake Up 
Little Susie.” Elvis came back 
with “All Shook up’’, and Ricky 
Nelson made the charts as the 
first successful imitator of Elvis 
Presley. By the end of 1957, it was 
evident that rock and roll was 
here to stay. 

Television became the new 
source of music in 1958, with the 
first nation-wide debut of 
American Bandstand. American 
Bandstand was the kid’s answer 
to the Arthur Murray Party. 

American Bandstand started 
as a local show in Philadelphia in 
1952, and Dick Clark became host

The 8% million kids that 
watched it made it the 
number one daytime show. 
Bandstand set all the styles in 
clothing, hair and of course 
music. But, Bandstand did 
something else, it allowed the 
viewers to see their “heroes ”’ 
perform. 


Some of the top records for 
1958 were: ‘‘All I Have to Do is 
Dream’, by The Everly 
Brothers, ‘“‘Witch Doctor”, by D. 
Seville and ‘‘At The Hop’, by 
Danny and the Juniors. 


In April of 1958, Elvis Presley 
was drafted into the army. As 
1959 moved in, Elvis was still in 
the army, and his popularity was 
already beginning to drop. He did 
have a few hits in ’59, but it was 
evident that the focus of rock and 
roll was moving away from him. 
By 1959 a new pack of “heroes”
